An outcry over cable 


It’s clear from your response to “The Trouble With Cable” (Jan. ’92) 
that a significant number of Video Magazine readers are mad as hell 
about the shortcomings of their local cable suppliers and would like to 
find a way not to have to take it anymore. That’s why we’ve devoted 
our back page to a special “Reader Forum” where you can check out a 
sampling of the scores of letters we received from outraged readers fed 
up with the stonewalling and obfuscation they encounter when they 
seek satisfaction from local cable operators. 

Several things struck us about your letters, including their geo- 
graphic diversity (missives arrived from more than two dozen states), 
but most of all the articulate, reasoned, detailed nature of the com- 
plaints, and the virtually unanimous perception that local cable 
operators are just not responsive to their customers. 

There’s a good deal of evidence that Video Magazine readers aren't 
alone in this dissatisfaction. The level of unrest was demonstrated by 
the Senate’s 73-18 January vote in favor of re-regulating cable rates.

low quality and poor service from their cable providers. 

One of the major differences between the gripes expressed by Viden 
Magazine readers and those cited by the Senate in debate and by radio 
listeners is the relative importance of the price hikes cable has imposed 
in the years since deregulation. Of course, price is important, especially 
in these economic times, but for most readers, the low-quality picture, 
the inability to use fully the features of top-of-the-line monitors and 
VCRs and the reluctant service are far more frustrating. 

Video enthusiasts are willing to shell out hard-earned dollars to en- 
joy the newest and best products and programs. But in return, they 
expect to feel comfortable that the supplier is doing its darnedest to 
provide the best technology and service money can buy. Your message 
is loud and clear—cable operators just aren’t doing the job. 

Fortunately, there are signs of better—and more competitive — days 
ahead. No matter what the legislative process in the nation’s capital 
produces (the House may be deliberating the issues as you read this), 
the harsh spotlight cast on cable-related issues this election year 
should generate positive results for consumers. We're not for increased 
government regulation, but if the upshot of political efforts is to en- 
courage competition from a variety of home video delivery systems, 
we're for it.

The film I saw in the theater was 
a 16mm anamorphic print mastered 
from the 70mm print, which gave it a 
2.66:1 aspect ratio, far wider than that of 
the laserdisc. Second, I remember a dif- 
ferent ending. As the closing credits un- 
folded in the theater, a night bombing 
run brought a fiery end to the Kurtz en- 
campment. This is missing from the disc.

Editor’s reply: A source close to the Apoca- 
lypse Now laserdisc project told us that the 
35mm interpositive from which the disc was 
mastered yielded the best picture because 
the film was originally shot in anamorphic

original 35mm. The film’s director of photo- 
graphy, Vittorio Storaro, oversaw the new 
video transfer and felt that the disc's ap- 
proximately 2.1:1 ratio was the best way to 
present the film. (It was shot at 2.35:1, not 
2.66:1). As for the air-raid credit-scroll in- 
cluded on some theatrical versions of the 
film, director Francis Ford Coppola report- 
edly insisted that the new disc include the 
film's original ending.

It doesn’t have jacks for headphones 
or an external microphone, both of 
which are necessities for serious shoot- 
ing. This camcorder is really designed 
for casual users who want better picture 
and sound quality than standard VHS-C 
subcompacts offer. Advanced users 
should consider Mitsubishi’s HS-C35, a 


| larger S-VHS-C model with inter- 


changeable front lenses. 

The HS-CX7 is about the size of 
Sony’s ubiquitous TR-series camcorders. 
Thanks to its menu system, it has few 
exposed controls. While this minimizes 
control clutter, it often demands several 
button pushes where, on many cam- 
corders, one would suffice. Fortunately, 
it does have buttons for important func- 
tions like backlight compensation. 

The viewfinder folds over 180 de- 
grees for easier carrying and storage. Un- 
der it sit play, stop and pause buttons. 
The zoom rocker does triple-duty: It also 
makes menu selections and adjusts man- 
ual focus. The camcorder has an S-video 
output, a multipin audio/video output 
and a jack for an optional wired remote 
control. It has no A/V input, so you 
can’t record from other sources. 

The placement of playback controls 
under the viewfinder proves a bit awk- 
ward, especially because the HS-CX7 
doesn’t include a remote control. The 
optional, full-function wired remote 
makes playback much easier. Since an 
adapter for use in a VHS machine is 
supplied, playback on a VCR is encour- 
aged. If you intend to shoot in S-VHS- 
C, you'll need an S-VHS deck, or one of 
the new VCRs with S-VHS Quasi Play- 
back (SQPB), which play S-VHS tapes 
at VHS quality. Ease of use is good. 

The camcorder has no video or au- 
dio input, so we made measurements 
using tapes recorded on other machines. 
Picture quality is average for S-VHS — 
not outstanding, but serviceable. Unlike 
most VHS-C camcorders, it has no 
tracking controls. Its hi-fi audio is very 
good. The linear audio is only fair, but 
that’s probably not too important. Be- 
cause there’s no audio dub or video dub 
capability, there’s little reason to use the 
linear track audio. 

Overall, we rate the HS-CX7 good. 
Its picture quality is nothing special, but 
the highly useful stabilizer and program

It does offer a few unusual features, 
including video noise reduction, which 
reduces sharpness but improves the pic- 
ture on noisy discs. A peak audio level 
search button instantly locates the loud- 
est section of a CD, so you set the re- 
cording level of an audio cassette deck. 
for dubbing without worrying about 
oversaturating the tape. There’s also a 
CD mode that produces a purer sound 
from CDs. 

It has no digital effects, so it pro- 
duces still frames, slow motion and 
speed play only on CAV discs.

The front panel and the remote con- 
trol carry essentially the same set of con- 
trols found on any combi player with 
side-changing, with the additions of but- 
tons for CD mode, video noise reduction 
and peak audio level search. 

Because it has no RF output, you 
can’t connect this player directly to a 
TV set that has no video/audio jacks.

stead of the internal focus mechanism 
found on many new machines. But this 
has advantages —the manual controls 
allow quick, precise adjustment, and 
very fast or slow zooming. The only dis- 
advantage is that while most newer 
camcorders offer automatic macro focus, 
the KD-M770’s macro must be activated 
manually. Another oldie-but-goodie is 
the infrared autofocus, which doesn’t 
work well through windows or screens, 
or on slanted subjects, but is otherwise 
very fast and stable. 

For beginners with little knowledge 
of photography, the program AE modes 
should be a big help. The portrait mode 
throws the background out of focus, 
drawing attention to the subject. The 
sports mode uses the highest shutter 
speed practical for the lighting condi- 
tions, so you get little or no blurring in 
slow motion and still frame playback 
modes. 

The remote control is slightly longer 
than a pack of cigarettes. It controls all 
major VCR functions, so you can con- 
trol playback from your easy chair. It 
also has a run/stop button and a zoom 
rocker, so the operator can set the cam- 
corder on a tripod and get in the picture 
while still controlling the camcorder. A 
lock switch deactivates the remote. 

Large camcorders do have their ad- 
vantages, namely great balance and 
plenty of room for dedicated controls 
large enough to see and use easily. Ex- 
cept for a couple of titling options dis- 
played in the viewfinder, there’s no 
confusing menu system, and the auto 
lock switch makes it easy to use for be- 
ginners. Ease of use is very good. 


Picture quality is good, aided by an 
impressive 3.6 lux low-light shooting ca- 
pability. Audio quality is only average to 
good, for an overall rating of good. =

However, you can daisy-chain it with a 
VCR, or use an RF modulator.

We used our standard test scale of one 
to five, with one representing poor and 
five representing excellent, and allowed 
panelists to give half-points. 

To evaluate picture quality from a 
technical standpoint, we used a test sig- 
nal generator. The first test pattern was 
a red field, which revealed problems in 
color constancy and color shift. Color 
constancy, technically expressed as low 
chroma AM noise, is a set’s ability to 
produce consistent shades with no dim 
or bright spots. Sets with low color shift, 
or low chroma PM noise, produce cor-

realistic soundstage that ties audio cues 
to the video image correctly; and to pro- 
duce pleasing sound from music tracks. 


SHOWDOWN SURVIVORS 

Although even on first glance, the 
differences between the sets were large, 
it took the panelists a long time to select 
their favorites. They felt that all the sets 
performed acceptably, but that all had 
significant faults. Four of the five sets 
were picked as the subjective favorite by 
at least one panelist. 

And despite the efforts manufac- 
turers have put into improving the 
sound on big-screen sets, none of the 
panelists considered these sets’ sound 
systems adequate for demanding pro- 
gram material, such as movies and music 
video. “The sound lags far behind the 
pictures,” one panelist commented. 
“The manufacturers should improve the 
audio or de-emphasize it as a feature.” 

In picture quality, Toshiba’s 
CF3566A emerged as the favorite. The 
panelists found that its cool, bluish pic- 
ture edged out the others in every sub- 
jective category. They especially liked its 
dense blacks, accurate fleshtones and its 
performance on Arsenic & Old Lace 
(Voyager/Criterion), a black-and-white 
movie. The set also scored solid marks 
in the technical evaluation, especially 
on the red field. 

However, panelists found two faults 
in the Toshiba. First, its sound system 
averaged only 1.8 in our ratings, a last- 
place finish. It produced a harsh sound 
on symphonic and rock music discs, and 
gave dialog a strained, unnatural tone. 
Its digital surround processing modes 
(theater, hall, club and stadium) 
couldn’t overcome the limitations of the 
speakers. Second, its complicated, unin- 
tuitive menu system was the only one 
the panelists had trouble with. 

The ProScan PS35150 scored second 
in the overall subjective picture rating. 
The panelists rated it lower than the 
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Surround Selections: Toshiba's CF3566A features 
four digital surround processing (DSP) modes. 





Toshiba from a technical standpoint, but 
some found its warm color more pleasing 
than that of the Toshiba. “The ProScan 
doesn’t work so well on colorful movies 
like Willy Wonka and the Chocolate Fac- 
tory [Warner],” one said, “but overall, 
its color balance is the best compro- 
mise.” Another dissented: “The picture 
| is too warm. It looks sepia-toned.” 


The 
set’s main fault was a tendency to pro- 
duce a yellowish hue, or doming effect, 
during long scenes with bright whites or

Mitsubishi’s CS-3535R earned the 
second best average picture rating, al- 
though it was the only set no panelist 


extensive processing circuitry when we 
put up the color bars — lines between the 
bars were virtually free of dot crawl and 
hanging dots. 

None of the panelists was partic- 





ularly fond of the Mitsubishi’s soft, cool 
picture, but none passionately disliked 
it. “It looks completely realistic on some 
discs, pale and lifeless on others,” one 
observed. They found its switchable vid- 
eo noise reduction a bit too effective: It 
eliminated noise, but cut sharpness sig- 
nificantly. “It might be ideal for those 
with bad cable service,” one panelist 
commented. It was the only set that pro- 
duced significant levels of flagging (im- 
age bending at the top of the screen) on 
a videotape encoded with Macrovision. 

The panelists faulted its speakers for 
tinny sound — it earned only a 2.3 aver- 
age in the audio ratings. A few adjust- 
ments to the set’s five-band graphic

Karaoke (ka-ra-OK, with a rolling r 
on the middle syllable) is Japanese slang 
for empty orchestra. In Japan, it’s vir- 
tually a national obsession. Private and 
public karaoke clubs — ranging in size 
from tiny, single rooms to lavish night- 
spots —are as common as pizza parlors 
are here. With a passion that defies 
American understanding, Japanese ka- 
raoke buffs love to reach for the mic to 
croon favorite songs while CDs or laser- 
discs add the instrumentals. 

Japanese companies have long be- 
lieved Americans would also succumb to 
the pleasures of karaoke and have been 
carefully nurturing what is already a 
$590 million U.S. karaoke market, 
chiefly in bars and restaurants, accord- 
ing to the Karaoke International Indus- 
try Association. Our own sing-along 
heritage is somewhat different. But ka- 
taoke (which tends to be pronounced in 
the U.S. as carry-o-kee) isn’t really 
about singing along. It’s more like sing- 
ing alone — except in public, which adds 
a certain tension to the experience. 

Since the late ’80s, Pioneer and Nik- 
kodo have been selling laserdisc karaoke 
players to such bars and restaurants as 
Singalong in New York City and Santo’s 
in Los Angeles. But in the past year, ka-

An innovative new accessory makes every shooter a video star. 


The most loved and 
hated guest at many 
a party is the person 
working the cam- 
corder.

your mumbled comments on the sound- 
track. 

If this is you, even only once in a 
while, it’s time to step out from the 
shadows and become the star of your 
own videos. A clever new accessory with 
the slightly sexist moniker CameraMan 
can solve the awkward dilemma of 
shooting an event while trying to share 
in it at the same time. CameraMan is to 
home video what the Walkman is to the 
audio cassette: It completes the promise 
implicit in camcorders by freeing shoot- 
ers from the obligation to shoulder 
them, and transforms video drudgery 
into video fun. 

CameraMan can do virtually ev- 
erything a videographer can do only, in 
many cases, better. It consists of a stur- 
dy, black, 15-pound base about the size 
of a jewelry box that supports virtually 
any camcorder weighing less than 10 
pounds, and a 10-inch-high control 
wand. Using robotic servo-mechanisms, 
two-way radio communications between 
base and wand, and more than a dozen

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patent-pending technologies, the base 
will fluidly swivel and/or tilt up and 
down to keep the camcorder accurately 
focused on whatever the wandering 
wand instructs it to. 

And tracking remote objects, or sub- 
jects like yourself, is just the start. The 
wand is also a two-channel VHF wire- 
less microphone that transmits clear 
monaural conversation more than 100 
feet. With an optional Camera Control-

ler, the wand also learns and converts 
such infrared camcorder controls as 
zoom, record, pause and fade (for two 
different camcorders) into RF control 
instructions. 

You can also override automatic 





tracking to manually control the degree 














of swivel (a full 360 degrees) and tilt (up 
to 50 degrees), and the speed of pan 
shots (see “Fast And Flexible”). You can 
program the CameraMan to automat- 
ically pan, tilt and zoom for up to four 
different shots. You can further smooth 
camera movement with a two-way “ac- 
tion/drama” switch that adjusts the 
unit’s sensitivity to wand movement. 
There’s also a “stealth” mode that keeps 
CameraMan tracking when you walk 
behind an obstacle. 

Forgive the hyperbole, but the exe- 
cution of CameraMan’s design is star- 
tling; if anything, it’s lovingly over- 
engineered. Moreover, despite dozens of 
control options, it’s wonderfully simple 
to set up, thanks to a Five Minutes to Ac- 
tion illustrated brochure. The base 
can rest on any flat surface — floor, table, 
chair, bookshelf—or on a heavy-duty 
tripod. An internal lead acid battery in 
the base supplies power for up to three 
hours, and recharges when plugged into 
a wall outlet. The wand, which operates 
on two nine-volt batteries, has a stiff, 
sliding hatch that protects the controls

from little pitchers with curious fingers, 
and opens in segments to reveal only 
those controls you need or want. 

None of the claims by ParkerVision, 
the company that makes CameraMan, 
are frivolous. (Although new to video, 
ParkerVision is well-known for ad- 
vanced control systems in the industrial 
heating and cooling business.) Camera- 
Man reacts faster and suret than any hu- 
man operator to the wand’s movement. 
The pans are picture-perfect and free of 
jitter. In fact, CameraMan works amaz- 
ingly well both technically and from a 
psychological standpoint. CameraMan 
makes the camcorder unobtrusive. And 
don’t bogart that wand, man: Eventually 
everyone wants to be on TV. 

Talk about a device powered by 
imagination. Unfettered family or group 
videography is the most obvious applica- 
tion. Used by a speaker or a moderator 
at a lecture or discussion, CameraMan 
can create an instant instructional vid- 
eo. Program the settings to pan auto- 
matically from pitcher to batter to

universe populated by avant-garde ar- 
tists. Although some installations, as the 
form is known, look like the work of 
pranksters, without them our cultural 
landscape would be different. Artists as 
diverse as the Talking Heads and cho- 
reographer Merce Cunningham have 
applied the innovative techniques pi- 
oneered in video installations. In fact, 
without it there would probably be no 
MTV as we know it. 

Yet despite the influence video in- 
stallations have had on other artists, 
they are only now beginning to reach a 
wider audience, thanks in large part to 
their growing exposure in museums and 
art galleries. Today, video installations 
are represented in nearly every museum 
in the U.S. that exhibits contemporary 
art. On the open market, some works 
have been acquired for more than 
$100,000. 

Combining video equipment, origi- 
nal programs, sculpture and architec- 
ture, these installations transform flat 
electronic images into multidimensional 
experiences, rich in texture and mood. 
They also represent daring adventures 
by a community of artists who frequently 
work in other media.

| dize a limited number of works. But for 


the most part, video installation artists 
have relied on their own ingenuity and 
resources to overcome obstacles. In the 
process, they have amassed a significant 
body of work that illuminates with irony 
and whimsy basic assumptions about our 
television-shaped lives. 

Video installations should not be 
confused with what is known as “video 
art” or “single-channel” videos, which 
are independently produced, artistically 
inspired programs appreciated for their 
content. Video art can be shown any- 
where — or broadcast, as on Alive From 
Off Center, a program of the Public 
Broadcasting System. In video installa- 
tions, the program is part of a hardware 
construct that typically includes mod- 
ified monitors, mechanized components, 
sculptural objects or architectural de- 
tails. Video art can be duplicated; a vid- 
eo installation is often one of a kind. 

Few art forms can trace their origins 
to a specific moment or event, but video 
installation can be tracked back to the 
Exposition of Music-Electronic Television, 
a 1963 exhibition at the Galerie Parnas 
in the German town of Wuppertal, 
where the Korean-born Paik first exhib- 
ited “prepared televisions” — sets modi- 
fied to produce unexpected displays. 

According to John Hanhardt, cura- 
tor for film and video at New York City’s 
Whitney Museum, who witnessed the

historic scene, the sets were randomly 
distributed around the gallery. The scan- 
ning mechanisms in some of the sets 


| were magnetically manipulated, affect- 


ing the broadcast images. The TV cabi- 


| nets were marked up and cluttered with 


bottles and objects, while chairs were 
scattered about. In the process, wrote 
Hanhardt, “Paik changed our percep- 


| tion of television as a cultural form.” 


The short list of video installation’s 
leading artists still includes Paik. The 
Godfather of the medium, he is credited 
with creating the first video synthesizer 
in 1973 and with pioneering many inno- 
vative techniques, including colorizing 
and quick-cut editing. “He certainly in-

fluenced MTV,” says Barbara London, 
video curator at New York’s Museum of 
Modern Art. 

Paik, who has just turned 60, is now 
in a classical phase, recapping previous 
themes on a monumental scale. “Some 
of his latest pieces use hundreds of TV 
sets,” says Bob Riley, media arts curator 
at the San Francisco Museum of Mod- 
ern Art. Paik travels widely in Germany, 
Japan and the U.S., teaching, lecturing 
and continuing to expand the video uni- 
verse. Other video installation artists to 
keep an eye out for include: 

e Shigeto Kubota. The distaff half of 
video’s first family, the Japan-born 
Kubota has been married to Paik since 
1977. With a background in sculpture 
and painting, Kubota has produced 
some of the most colorful and playful 
video installations. She is known both 
for single-channel videos and video in- 
stallations, like Duchampiana: Nude De- 
scending a Staircase (1976). This witty 
homage to French avant-garde artist 
Marcel Duchamp consists of a plywood 
staircase with monitors embedded in 
each step. The monitors play a video of 
a descending nude, recalling Duchamp’s 
once-shocking painting.

e Alan Rath. The most technologi- 
cally savvy of video installation artists, 
Rath builds electronic sculptures from 
scratch, designing his own circuit boards 
and computer software. At the leading 
edge between artificial constructs and 
organic forms, Rath’s installations often 
include hands and other anatomical im- 
ages, controlled by computers, on video 
screens. Trained in electrical engineer- 
ing, Rath is one of the few artists to use 
computers in video installations. 

e Mary Lucier. Deterioration and 
death are key, but subtle themes in the 
video installations of Ohio-born, New 
York-based Lucier. For example, Wilder- 
ness consists of seven classical columns 
that support seven monitors playing a 
tape about civilization’s encroachment 
on the natural environment. The per- 
manent collection of the Whitney Mu- 
seum includes her Ohio at Giverney 
(1983), an arching composition of seven 
monitors embedded in a curving wall. 
The monitors show rural landscapes in 
Ohio and in the provincial French gar- 
dens where 19th-century painter Claude 
Monet painted some of his most vivid 
impressionist masterpieces. - 

Lucier’s installations often depict

landscapes, although they shouldn’t be 
taken literally. “Landscapes are a meta- 
phor for states of mind, for patterns of 
thought,” Lucier explains. In a more re- 
cent work, Mass (1990), she used laser- 
discs for the first time to devise a three- 
channel installation of projected video 
mixing the choreography of Elizabeth 
Streb with New York street scenes. 

e Bill Viola. Landscapes of Earth and 
mind also characterize some of Viola’s 
installations. Born in New York, he 
spans the globe for his work, visiting 
such far-flung locales as the Solomon Is- 
lands in the South Pacific, Ladekh in 
the Himalayas and Atsugi, Japan, where 
he was Sony’s first artist-in-residence. 

Viola’s most spectacular installation, 
Sanctuary (1989), includes an indoor for- 
est of living pine trees in which a small 
projection screen displays a tape of a 
woman giving birth. An earlier installa- 
tion, Room for St. John of the Cross 
(1985), evokes the periods of meditation 
imposed on this 16th-century Spanish 
monk by using a projected video image 
of a mountain seen from a multimedia 
cell. “My travels have taught me there 
was always just one ‘right place’ where 
an idea can come to life,” says Viola. 
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e Dara Birnbaum. Her massive work 
Rio Vidwall (1989), commissioned for an 
Atlanta shopping mall, was hailed as the 
first permanent outdoor video installa- 
tion in the country. It also raised impor- 
tant questions for the medium. An 
assemblage of 25 27-inch monitors, Rio 


Vidwall was supposed to continuously’ 


screen Birnbaum’s 15-minute videodisc 
of the landscape at the site of the mall 
before it was built, mixed with TV news 
images from a satellite hookup. 

When the project was conceived, 
video walls, inspired in part by early vid- 
eo installations, were still new. But by 
the time Rio Vidwall was built, such 
walls were a common sight and the 
mall’s developer wanted to run ads and 
other programs on it, raising familiar 
questions about the line between adver- 
tising and art. 

Video installations frequently con- 
front such issues by combining elements 
apparently at odds with each other: TV’s 
commerce vs. art’s esthetic vision, vid- 
eo’s two-dimensionality vs. the three-di- 
mensional real word, the timeliness of 
TV vs. the timelessness of art. Artist 
Vito Acconci, writing in a recent an- 
thology, argues that video installations 
are “the conjunction of opposites,” like 
“having your cake and eating it too.” 

Video installations are also ephem- 
eral. “It’s an impermanent medium be- 
cause video can fall apart,” says Riley. 
Sometimes, when installations are disas- 
sembled for storage, all that remains are 
the videotapes and detailed specifica- 
tions for reassembly. In fact, the rapid 
obsolescense of video technologies and 
the physical deterioration of tape make 
video installation among the most im- 
permanent of art forms—a problem for 
anyone displaying such works. 

Unlike paintings and sculptures, 
which can be shown and stored rela- 
tively easily, video installations require 
active maintenance and preservation. 
“We have to keep tapes under constant- 
temperature storage and strike off dubs 
every so often to make sure there’s no 
signal loss,” Riley explains. And no 
amount of preservation can keep older 
standards from becoming extinct. Ac- 
cording to Riley, the original scale of 
many pieces is threatened, as once-com- 
mon 19-inch monitors are being re- 
placed on the market by 20-inch 
screens. : 

Also unlike paintings, video installa- 
tions make unusual demands for exact 
placement, lighting and sound, which 
makes the works “not easily saleable,” 
according to Donald Young, owner of 
Seattle’s Donald Young Gallery, one of 
only a few commercial galleries that rep- 
resent video installation artists. Young

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Dead Again

In 1949, concert pianist Margaret 
Strauss is murdered in a Los Angeles 
mansion and her composer-husband Ro- 
man is executed for it. Some 40 years 
later a young woman (Emma Thomp- 
son) turns up, mute and amnesiac, at 
the gate of that mansion. Private eye 
Mike Church (Kenneth Branagh) takes 
on the task of identifying her. She starts 
talking under hypnosis—not about her 
life but about Roman and Margaret. The 
disbelieving Mike is informed that 
Grace, as he calls her, is reliving a past- 
life experience. Apparently Mike was 
also part of that life, and the drama is 
about to play itself out again. 

The premise of Dead Again is so pre- 
posterous it invites disbelief, but its exe- 
cution is so assured, it suspends that 
disbelief entirely. As director, Branagh 
succeeds in keeping us in a hermetically 
sealed world where we never question 
the film’s premise, no matter how fantas- 
tic it seems. The black-and-white 1949 
scenes are filled with a heady mix of ro- 
mance and dread, while the modern se- 
quences careen from one wild plot twist 
to another, keeping us off balance. 
When Branagh resorts to the little tricks 
generally associated with the thriller 
genre, they're used to advance the mov- 
ie rather than for their own sake. 

Branagh exudes tortured charm as 
Roman and ingenuous charm as Mike. 
Thompson (Mrs. Branagh off-screen) is 
amazing as both Margaret and Grace, 
and the pair manage the sort of on- 
screen star chemistry that is the most 
sorely missed attribute of “classic” Hol- 
lywood filmmaking. The wonderful sup- 
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| porting cast includes several “name” 
| players who were willing to work with 


Branagh for a pittance after his brilliant 
Henry V. 

There’s enough going on in Dead 
Again to reward repeat viewings. At first 
viewing you may well have the time of 
your life — or is it lives?

Rambling Rose

“Girls don’t want sex — girls want 
love,”’ explains sweet-hearted Rose 
(Laura Dern) to wide-eyed young Buddy 
(Lukas Haas). However, the awestruck 
men around her can’t grasp the distinc- 
tion, complicating matters for the simple 
heroine of this deceptively complex 
comedy-drama. Both a charming ac- 
count of Depression-era Georgia and a 
subtle feminist statement, Rambling Rose 











slyly bends conventions to produce a 
deeply affecting tale. 

When Rose arrives at the Hillyer 
home to serve as housekeeper and nan- 
ny, the well-to-do family gets more than 
it bargained for. A refugee from a dirt- 
poor farm, she has an open, guileless 
sexuality that quickly becomes a disrup- 
tive force. After literally throwing her- 
self at the stunned Daddy (Robert Du- 
vall), she focuses on more eligible men, 
inspiring scruffy boys to lurk in the yard. 
Daddy comes to regard Rose as a prob- 
lem child, although Mother (Dern’s 
real-life mom Diane Ladd) defends her 
high spirits as normal. Only the older 
woman’s understanding saves Rose 
when a doctor proposes a surgical “cure” 
for the girl’s promiscuity. 

Director Martha Coolidge gets re- 
markable performances from the players. 
Avoiding hillbilly cliches, the radiant 
Dern strikes a balance between clumsy 
innocence and sensual charisma. Like- 
wise, Duvall adds the nuances that 
make Daddy more than a macho car- 
toon, while Ladd deftly reveals the iron 
will within the matriarch’s pose. As the 
13-year-old verging on hot-blooded ado- 
lescence, Lukas Haas steals scenes right 
and left: Buddy’s close encounter with 
Rose is the funniest bedroom session in a 
month of Sundays. Thanks to intriguing 
characters, Rambling Rose makes a com- 
pelling argument for tolerance — and 
provides a darn good time to boot.

Warm, funny and quietly inspired, di- 
rector Alan Parker’s The Commit- 
ments (FoxVideo, priced for rental) 
sneaked in and out of theaters last 
year, reaching only a fraction of the 
huge audience it deserves. It’s a 
“small” movie, the kind Hollywood 
never knows how to market effec- 
tively. But this fictional tale of a Dub- 
lin soul band’s unlikely rise benefits 
from its lack of big-name stars; Par- 
ker (Mississippi Burning, Midnight Ex- 
press) instead relies on a sharp script 
and a brilliant cast of complete un- 
knowns. The film maintains its high 
spirits without glossing over the day- 
to-day realities of its working-class 
characters. 

The director auditioned virtually 
every young musician in Dublin to 
find the right mix of characters —he 
claims to have seen 3,000 performers 
from the city’s 
1,200 working 
bands. Though 
many of these § 
kids have never- 
acted before, (ame 
they are com- 
pletely natural 
before the cam- 
era. The music they create is aston- 
ishing: It’s not always a good idea to 
cover the songs of Otis Redding and 
Wilson Pickett— “Try a Little Ten- 
derness” and “In the Midnight Hour” 
have already been done, after all— 
but these kids manage to make the 
songs sound utterly fresh, to make 
them their own. This is no small feat. 
(Two band members, including ex- 
traordinary 16-year-old lead singer 
Andrew Strong, have been signed 
to real-life recording contracts by 
MCA.) 

A 24-minute promotional cas- 
sette called The Making of The Com- 
mitments is widely available in stores 
as a free rental; it was intended to 
build interest in the film just before 
its video release, but it’s best viewed 
after you've already seen the movie. 
Its interviews with the “stars” and 
other behind-the-scenes footage are 
far more captivating when you've al- 
ready built up an emotional attach- 
ment to these characters and their 
infectious music —and that is some- 
thing The Commitments pulls off with 
amazing ease. a 





The Commitments 
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An Angel at My Table

Director Jane Campion triumphed 
in turning the concept of mental illness 
into the potent black comedy Sweetie, so 
it’s no surprise that Campion should be 
perfect for An Angel at My Table, a proj- 
ect based on the memoirs of New Zeal- 
and author Janet Frame. Frame was 
misdiagnosed as schizophrenic while at-

Basically a seriocomic version of 
Faust transplanted to 19th-century New 
England, the film follows the plight of a 
simple farmer (James Craig) who sells | 
his soul to the Devil (Walter Huston) in 
return for “all that money can buy.” Af- 
ter seven years of increasingly tainted 
good luck, it’s time to pay the Devil his 
due. Perdition will have to wait though, 
because the farmer’s soul is saved by the 
legal cunning of statesman Daniel 
Webster (Edward Arnold). Arguing be- 
fore a supernatural court, Webster elo- 
quently tries to convince a jury of the 
damned that an American is a free man, 
soul and all. 

This simple plot line is conveyed 
with striking cinematic sophistication, 
aided in no small part by Dieterle’s | 
moody direction and Bernard Herr- 
mann’s remarkable, Oscar-winning 
score. The key performances are also in- 
spired, especially Huston’s priceless por- 
trayal of the satanic Mr. Scratch. 
Charming and twinkle-eyed, Huston is 
an unsettlingly likable Mephisto — we al- 
most feel sorry that he may lose the 
hero’s soul. 

The Devil and Daniel Webster is a far 
richer film than the prior video release 
might have indicated. Characters and 
subtexts are now fleshed out, revealing 
an ambitious essay on temptation, cor- 
ruption and redemption.

OVERNIGHT DELIVERY AVAILABLE! 
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has been able to develop a small, but 
growing collectors’ market for video in- 
stallations, like those of Bill Viola, which 
sell for between $65,000 and $100,000, 
prices comparable to those for other 
large contemporary art works. 

But most financial support for video 
installations comes from federal and 
state institutions like the National En- 
dowment and New York State’s Council 
on the Arts. However with tax dollars 
drying up, only a handful of new instal- 
lations win grants each year. 

It’s in museums that video installa- 
tions are finally coming into their own, 
says Riley, whose own museum boasts 
one of the largest permanent museum 
collections of video installations. Why 
museums? “People’s notion of television 
and video has changed,” observes Jo- 
anne Hanley, former curator of video 
and performance at the Museum of the 
Moving Image in New York City. “View- 
ers are willing to see video in other con- 
texts than their living rooms.” 

But video installations are becoming 
more noticed because they’re also enter- 
taining. ‘‘People instinctively wander 
over to video installations in museums,” 
says Bill Horrigan, curator of media arts 
at the Wexner Center for the Arts in 
Columbus, Ohio. “They’re noisy and fun 
and they take advantage of the familiar 
aura of television.” 

In fact, don’t be surprised if video in- 
stallations enter the home soon. AI- 
teady, the large-screen monitors and 
projection TV sets at the heart of home 
theater systems owe something to the 
quest for bigger images by video installa- 
tion artists. With the arrival of low-cost, 
reliable consumer displays, personal- 
sized video installations too should be- 
come readily available. 

Thanks to the latest technology the 
future of the least saleable of art forms 
looks bright. Video installations are fi- 
nally standardizing around laserdiscs, af- 
ter nearly three decades of using easily 
damaged videotape. Cheaper pressing 
costs and a greater choice of players now 
make laserdiscs ideal for non-stop replay 
in video installations. 

A new wave of computer-based mul- 
timedia technology could further lower 
costs for video installations. With the 
introduction of large flat LCD displays 
in the next few years, it will be easy to 
hang installations without worrying 
about the heat and bulk of CRT dis- 
plays. Inexpensive video projection sys- 
tems will also make it possible to create 
video installations wherever there is an 
available surface. The result, according 
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to the Whitney’s Hanhardt, could be an 
era when “video art installations are as 
omnipresent as painting.” Or even as 


commonplace as television. a

player, the LA-2150K, for $999. 


In addition, several companies make 
amplifier/microphone input modules 
that plug into any stereo source, includ- 
ing VCRs and laserdisc players. These 
include RJP Electronics’ Star Mate, for 
$119, Karaoke King’s FA-100 TV Ka- 
raoke Singalong and the Corvus LK600. 


PARTY ANIMALS 

At our party, we tested Pioneer’s 
CLD-V820 and Nikkodo’s LV-2000, 
both of which offer two-sided play and 
an array of up-to-date features. For ex- 
ample, the V820 (like all the Pioneer 
machines, save the entry-level V510) 
has a nine-step digital key controller, 
which came in handy when my friend 
Dave needed Elton John’s “Crocodile 
Rock” transposed down to a key that 
wouldn't attract dogs. 

The Pioneers also have six digital 
signal processing settings, like “stage” 
and “arena,” that add echo above and 
beyond the independent echo control 
on the microphone. A “chorus” func- 
tion adds digitized harmonic voices. Pi- 








oneer players also have two mic inputs 
with separate volume controls that don’t 
affect the music. In karaoke mode, both 
the Pioneer and Nikkodo machines au- 
tomatically pause at the end of each cut, 
making it easier to play DJ. 

Both machines also share a feature 
Pioneer calls ‘“‘one-touch karaoke,” 
which is intended to remove the lead 
vocals from any standard CD. It works 
by digitally repressing a section of the 
midrange, but only on modern, deep- 
mix discs. For example, one-touch ka- 
raoke effectively and eerily removes 
Tom Petty’s nasal tones from “Into the 
Great Open Wide.” It snips Bonnie 
Raitt’s contralto from “Luck of the 
Draw.” However, it also cuts out the 
lead guitar work. It makes Jim Mor- 
tison’s voce di petto disappear, but leaves 
the rest of the Doors hollow and echoey. 
And one-touch just makes old Elvis and 
Beatles recordings sound tinny, with the 
vocals affected little if at all. 

In use, both machines operated like 
standard laserdisc players. However, the 
feature-packed Pioneer unit had to be 
switched into karaoke mode from stand- 
ard play. Further, the two-sided aspect 
often became confusing, leading to 


wrong selections popping up on the 
ies 





screen. Both machines were a little slow 
in tracking down selected tracks —or 
seemed slow to those of us playing ama- 
teur DJ and to the poor souls standing 
alone and apprehensive in the party 
spotlight. The Nikkodo player, which 
was simpler to operate, at least an- 
nounced its ongoing table of contents 
search, leading partygoers to chant 
“TOC CHECK,” in anticipation of a 
song, as the words flashed across the 
screen. 

But karaoke is about more than mul- 
tiple-use hardware. Karaoke is an expe- 
tience that differs from culture to 
culture. In regimented Japan, a disci- 
plined method for letting go, with a 
touch of self-deprecation, becomes cul- 
tural group therapy. Here, we make fools 
of ourselves with only minor prompting 
and a couple of beers. “Karaoke is a dif- 
ferent type of Gong Show,” is how one 
Party guest put it. 

While today’s home karaoke tech- 
nology is state-of-the-art, the musical 
trappings need work. The laserdiscs, 
which come in eight- and 12-inch sizes, 
include musical productions that some- 
times add unintentional laughs. The 
eight-inch discs by Pioneer are generally

a bit more polished and subject-oriented 
than the Nikkodo versions. For exam- 
ple, the Pioneer video for Jerry Lee 
Lewis’ “Great Balls of Fire” includes 
clips of the Killer in performance, while 
“Rock Around the Clock” features foot- 
age of a Bill Haley performance. Nik- 
kodo’s cookie-cutter videos concentrate 
on a parade of pretty young things in- 
tended to titillate rather than illustrate. 
Moreover, many of the wedding- 
band quality instrumentals from both 
suppliers are unrecognizable — it helps if 


you've been singing with your karaoke of 








choice for the last 10 years. Starting 
notes are hard to come by; even a Beat- 
les buff, like myself, had problems find- 
ing the right key for “Please Please Me.” 
Many selections include long instru- 
mental breaks, leaving the performer 
nonplussed during an already deflating 
experience. Sometimes the lyrics are just 
wrong. 

However, by the end of a tie-loosen- 
ing, high-spirited evening, these quirks 
actually contribute to the fun.

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more adventurous sing only if joined by 
a partner to share the audience abuse — 
and then only if they can find the 
“right” song, which is becoming easier. 
Pioneer has more than 1,000 song titles 
on eight- and 12-inch discs that cost 
about $20 each. Nikkodo offers seven 
28-track, 12-inch discs, and discs are 
also available from U-Best. 

The bulk of the karaoke libraries are 
comprised of pop and rock tunes, with 
an emphasis on the ’60s, especially the 
Beatles and Elvis. But titles include 
standards like “Red Sails in the Sunset” 
and “When the Saints Go Marching 
In,” as well as show, movie and Christ- 
mas songs. 

The reliance on oldies is helping to 
popularize karaoke among baby boomers 
who have a deeper musical heritage 
than baby boomer babies. We adults, 
however, trying to recapture our rosy- 
hued youth, tend to equate acting silly 
with having fun. And that’s just what 
happened at our party. As inhibitions 
fell away, karaoke selection slipped from 
picky to perverse. Macho Steve and his 
Jersey posse provocatively bent their 
knees and swung their arms in an overly 
dramatic homage to “Delilah,” Tom 
Jones’ murder love song. For a deter- 
mined rendition of “The Way We 
Were,” Brent’s bewigged bouffant made 
him look less like Barbra Streisand than 
a lumpy Gorgeous George. Baritone Bob 
painfully attempted the gonad-grabbing 
intro of Engelbert Humperdink’s “Please 
Release Me,” but cowardly sank down to | 
a more comfortable octave for the sec- | 
ond verse. 

Will karaoke catch on in the U.S.?

JVC’s AV-3591S tied the ProScan 
with a 3.4 average picture rating. Its was 
the only tube the panelists felt was com- 
petitive with smaller tubes in conver- 
gence, corner focus and distortion. But 
buyers should be prepared to tweak. The 
panelists felt the factory settings were 
useless, and that the set needed con- 
stant adjustment to look good. It occa- 
sionally produced slight doming. 

Like the Mitsubishi, the JVC con- 
fused the panelists, who found its pic- 
ture gauzy and soft, but quite good for 
certain subjects. Indeed, it handily out- 
performed the other monster monitors 
in reproducing the natural tones of The 
Bear (Columbia TriStar). But the set’s 
Dolby Three-Channel Logic sound sys- 
tem didn’t confuse them a bit: With an 
average audio score of 3, it sounded 
best. Its performance can be attributed 
to large, front-firing speakers, and to the 
center speaker built ‘into its bezel. 

RCA’s F35100ST uses extensive digi- 
tal circuitry, and as a result, its picture 
takes on an almost-pixelated look simi- 
lar to that of high-end computer graph- 
ics. The panelists found this trait both 
good and bad. They gave the set strong 
marks in sharpness, contrast and shadow 
detail, but criticized its color accuracy. 
One panelist picked the RCA’s very 
warm picture as his favorite. “It has a 
strong, contrasty picture, achieved at a 
slight cost in graininess,” he said. 

Like the ProScan, the RCA has a 
fun and useful digital zoom feature. But 
it produced the most noticeable doming 
of the showdown sets. Its performance 
on color bars was problematic, but that 
didn’t bother the panelists. As we've of- 
ten seen in our panel tests, poor perfor- 
mance on a test pattern doesn’t neces- 
sarily show up as a problem during actu- 
al video programs. And great test pat- 
tern performance doesn’t necessarily 
make for a great picture. 

The RCA’s speaker layout seems to 
be identical to that of the ProScan. 
With a 2.9 average audio score, its per- 
formance was equally satisfying, but 
equally lacking in volume. It doesn’t 
have the surround circuitry or the 
graphic equalizer of the ProScan, but it 
has something that, for everyday view- 
ing, may be even better: Hughes SRS 
circuitry, which produces very pleasing 
surround effects using only two speakers. 


SHOWDOWN SYNOPSIS 
After spending two evenings with 
the monster monitors, our panelists 





were hard-pressed to declare a winner. 





“Overall, the pictures are pretty good 
once carefully adjusted,” one said. “The 
sound is only good enough for casual 
use, but anyone who cares about TV 
sound will have an external sound sys- 
tem hooked up anyway.” 

None of the panelists expressed en- 
thusiasm for the 35-inch size. All said 
they would have preferred models in the 
30- to 32-inch range. These slightly 
smaller tubes suffer less from geometric 
distortion and focus problems, and based 
on our experience, they tend to produce 
more accurate color with less doming. 

Some of the panelists said they 
would recommend big-screen enthusi- 
asts spend a few hundred dollars more 
for a rear-projection set. As we found in 
our last big-screen shootout (“Clash of 
the Titans,” Sept. 91), rear-projection 
technology has matured so much in the 
last few years that it can satisfy even 
picky videophiles like us. 

But because 35-inch sets have 
proven so popular, we expect bigger and 
better things in this category. The ad- 
vantages of direct-view sets are undenia- 
ble —their bright pictures penetrate 
ambient light much better than those of 
projection sets, they need no conver- 
gence adjustment and they have the po- 
tential to produce more accurate color. 
Technology marches on, and we expect 
to soon see the unbelievably good pic- 
tures of slightly smaller sets translated to 


the biggest tubes you can buy. x 
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outstanding shots by watching movies, 
especially those of the Coen brothers 
(who produced and directed Miller’s 
Crossing and Raising Arizona), because 
they use many unusual camera angles. 
By contrast, Ballot didn’t even own 
a camcorder when he shot his family 
event video, Our Wedding Invitation. He 
used an old tube video camera (pur- 
chased used with a portable VCR for 
$150) and recorded straight to one of his 
Panasonic AG-1960 S-VHS VCRs. 
Because he shot almost all of the 
video in his apartment, he never had to 
edit it. “We would do a take,” he recalls, 
“and if we didn’t like it, we'd rewind the 
tape and do it again. That way the cop- 
ies we sent were second generation. 
“Nothing shouts ‘amateur’ more 
than an unstable camera,” he stresses, 
“so you should use a tripod whenever 
possible. And always use headphones to 
monitor your audio. This way, you can 
detect problems like hum, which can be 
caused by bunched-up cables.”

Keep the shots short, well-lit and 
carefully composed. Use a tripod, and 
avoid zooming and moving the cam- 
corder. Stort the camcorder 10 seconds 
before a scone begins, and stop it 10 sec- 
onds after 2 scene ends. 

To edit your video, plug your cam- 
corder into your VCR's audio/video in- 
put. Select line input from the front 
panel or the onscreen menu. Put a blank 
tape in the VCR. reuse the camcorder's 








black video before you start editing. 
Now hit the VCR’s pause button. Unless 
your VCR has a flying erase head, you 
can’t hit its stop button until you finish 
editing. Otherwise, you'll get a glitch 
and a rainbow effect between shots. 

Scan the camcorder tape and write 
down the counter numbers of the scenes 
you want to use. Cue up the first one 
from a point several seconds before the 
beginning of the first scene. Roll the 
camcorder tape, then hit the VCR’s 
pause button where you want the scene 
to start. Hit the pause button again 
when you want the scene to end. Repeat 
the procedure for each scene. 

To add titles, write or type them out, 





then shoot them. You can also use items 
like postcards and signs as your titles. 
Investing $50 or so in an audio mix- 
er can give your tape much better 
sound. Connect your camcorder, a mi- 
crophone and a CD player or audio cas- 
sette deck to the mixer, and connect the 
mixer’s output to your VCR’s audio in- 
put. Connect the video straight from the 
camcorder to the VCR. This setup will 
let you mix in narration and music while 
you edit your video.

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We asked for it—and you gave it. In 
“The Trouble With Cable,” our January 
feature about problems facing cable TV 
subscribers, we said we'd like to hear 
your own stories. The response has been 
a flood of detailed, outraged letters from 
more than two dozen states and Puerto 
Rico. The letters describe a multitude of 
problems, from buzzing audio to apa- 
thetic service, and recommend a num- 
ber of solutions, with one demand 
standing above the rest: Require cable 
companies to compete, either with other 
cable companies or new forms of video 
transmission. And if this requires re-reg- 
ulation by Congress, then that’s what 
should be done. 

We have sent copies of your letters 
to the Senate Communications Sub- 
committee, which is considering cable 
re-regulation, and have offered to testify 
in person, in the course of further con- 
gressional hearings, about the problems 
you've shared with us. Below, we offer a 
selection of your comments. 


When I read “The Trouble With Cable” 
I was relieved to see my views expressed 
in a national magazine. The subject 
bothers me because cable TV companies 
cry about “unfair” competition while 
economically raping their subscribers 
and peddling an inferior product. I won't 
go cold turkey when it comes to relin- 
quishing cable, but I did have HBO dis- 
connected and I turned in my additional 
converter box for a savings of $18 per 
month.

As a cable TV subscriber, I thank you 
for the chance to voice my complaints. 
What are they? The abusive system of 
allowing credit for non-signal periods, a 
poor signal, bad treatment by cable per- 
sonnel, advance monthly billings, exces- 
sive reconnection charges and the 
movement of channels to higher fre- 
quencies to force box rental. Re-regula- 
tion is long overdue.

I am fed up with the questionable busi- 
ness practices, rate increases and shoddy 
service of the cable industry. The last 
| straw came last Dec. 7, when I tuned to 
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HBO to watch the Foreman/Ellis fight 
only to discover the video portion was 
blacked out. I already pay to receive 
HBO, a 24-hour premium channel for 
movies, concerts and special sporting 
events. I consider this unadulterated 
fraud, and an ugly precedent. 

Will cable systems be able to arbi- 
trarily black out and resell popular pro- 
grams we have already paid for as pay- 
per-view events? They will unless the 
cable industry is re-regulated and real 
competition is introduced.

I used to work for a large ca- 
ble company. But after four years, I was 
terminated because I always complained 
about the poor quality of their signals 
and service. Now, as a subscriber, I find 
my own picture quality is horrible:

on some channels and all kinds of elec- 
trical interference. The sound is so terri- 
ble on the stereo channels that I even 
sold my Dolby Pro-Logic stereo receiver, 
as the buzzing made it unlistenable.

I think the $25.21 I pay each month for 
“primary service” is absurd. That’s more 
than $300 a year. Most cable stations 
carry advertisements. The major net- 
works get along on advertisements 
alone.

Throw in a couple of premium channels 
and an extra two outlets, and my cable 
bill would be equivalent to buying a new 
27-inch Sony TV set every year.
